Reply re Motion For Full Intervention of 
Midwest Independent Transmission System Operator, Inc. 

Midwest Independent Transmission System Operator, Inc. ("Midwest ISO), 

having moved pursuant to 807 KAR 5:001, Section 3(8) for full intervention in the 

above-captioned case hereby replies to the Response of Kentucky Utilities Company 

("KU") and Louisville Gas and Electric Company ("L,G&E") in opposition to the 

Midwest ISOs motion: 

1. The Midwest IS0 has an evident interest in a proceeding to consider 

LG&E's and Ku's application for authority to transfer fiinctional control of their 

facilities from the Midwest IS0. The proposed transfer will have a direct effect on the 

Midwest ISOs existing functional control, not the hypothetical or attenuated effect that 

might be hoped-for by a potential or ex-provider of services. 

2. This case is undeniably related to Commission Case No. 2003-00266, in 

which the Midwest IS0 was granted full intervention. LG&E and KU apparently 

consider the two proceedings to be so related that its Response in this case includes a 

request for a final order in Case No. 2003-00266 by December 31,2005. No request to 

that effect has been filed in the other case. 

3. The Midwest IS0 has no objection to limiting this case, and the parties 

thereto, to addressing topics not already addressed in Case No. 2003-00266. 



Incorporating the record from that case into the record of this proceeding would be an 

efficient means to avoid duplication of the efforts made by the Commission, its staff, 

and the parties in Case No. 2003-00266. It would be unfair, however, to allow LG&E 

and KU to place matters from the earlier proceeding at issue but prohibit others from 

being heard on such issues. 

WHEREFORE, Midwest IS0 requests an Order of the Commission granting it full 

intervention, as a party of record with right to service of all documents filed in the 

course of these proceedings.
